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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claims 1,3-14,16-24, applicant 
argument on page 10-16, Sindu discloses sending portion of the packets as stripes to the fabric (see Sindhu, col. 4, lines 20-34; col. 6, 
lines 57-65), as clearly recited in the final office action page 3. The use of more than one fabrics is well known in the art as disclosed by 
Manning. In particular, Manning discloses sending packets to each fabric(see col. 2, lines 49-65), as clearly recited in the final office action 
page 4. Thus, the combined system of Sindhu and Manning disclosed the applicant claimed invention and argued limitations. In response 
to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where 
the rejections are based on combinations of references.
